TURN BACK AND LOOK again at the Christmas cover of this 
magazine.

This ‘back-to-California-for-the- 
second-exhibition-of-recent-oils” also attested to the popularity 
of Bulman paintings. 

Hammer Galleries, 51 East Fifty-Seventh Street, New 
York, was the setting for the third Bulman show. It concluded 
November 9 and again proved the colorful island-fantasies of 
Orville Bulman continue high on the best-seller list.

(Ge it shikar, safari, expedition or 
any other name, it’s still big game 
hunting. Big game hunting, like 
newspaper ink, gets in the blood, with 
absolutely nothing you can do about it. 
Or so says Robert Pentland Jr., of 
Miami and Hollywood, Florida; sports- 
man who has been on nine big-game 
hunting trips and has a goal of two 
more—jaguar hunting in South America 
and another trip to the wilds of Canada 
for grizzly bear—before he hangs up his 
gun and admits “I’m through.” 

Bob, along with his hunting compan- 
ions who have included Miamians Judge 
J. Fritz Gordon, Dr. C. R. Burbacker, 
Perry Nichols, Bart Geiger and others, 
is the first to admit big game hunting 
is no pleasure. “It’s arduous, it’s hard 
work, it’s exposure to all kinds of weath- 
er, with few of the comforts of home— 
but it’s something you can’t resist, once 
you start.” | 

Not that Bob, or any of his hunting 
companions, believes in wanton waste of 
wild life, for they don’t; but as advocates 
of the lawful allotment, be it just one for 
a trophy, or more, they’ll go the limit. 

Bob’s friends enjoy armchair big game 
hunting trips every time they visit his 
oceanfront apartment in Hollywood, or

when they see one of the 

big bears standing on hind legs. 
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wherever he gives one of the informal 
entertainments for which he is famous. 
His picture-windowed apartment over- 
looking the water may sometimes make 
guests imagine they are aboard ship, in- 
stead of standing on terra firma. Here 
the illusion ends, for the apartment is 
replete with evidences of various hunting 
expeditions, plus souvenirs of his many 


trips to far-away places with strange 
sounding names. 

Startling, to say the least, is a huge 
nine-foot, stuffed polar bear—a record- 
size beast in anybody’s book—that 
shares Mr. Pentland’s bachelor apart- 
ment and is spotlighted by vari-colored 
electric bulbs. This fierce animal, stand- 
ing tall on his two hind feet, is a re- 
minder of one of Bob’s Alaskan hunting 
trips and this beast always gets the spot- 
light of attention—verbally and electric- 
ally. 

But the bear doesn’t eclipse, except 
in size, other trophies, souvenirs and re- 
minders of Mr. Pentland’s various hunt- 
ing expeditions. Guests walk on a Ko- 
diak bearskin rug, as well as on the 
skins of gray wolves and wolverines from 
Alaska. Like as not they stop dead in 
their tracks to admire another trophy— 
the skin of a Bengal tiger from Assam, 
a province in the Himalayas. Elsewhere 
in the apartment, leopards from Asia 
have provided skins for other rugs, while 
Bob is proud to point out another visual 
evidence of his hunting prowess: yellow 
seal from Point Barrow on the Arctic 
ocean, some one thousand miles south 
of the North Pole. 

Fascinating are the fantastic stories 
Mr. Pentland tells about the various 
animal heads, skins and pictures that 
adorn his apartment—tusks from a six- 
ton elephant killed in South Rhodesia, 
leopard skins from India, the head of 
an African cape buffalo, to say nothing 
of the teeth from wild boars and croco- 
diles. 

Nor do guests have to stir from their 
armchairs to enjoy rare furniture and 
household accessories from across the 
seas. Mr. Pentland has combined un- 
usual and novel items with his hunting 
trophies and the contemporary furnish- 
ings in his very modern apartment bring 
the outdoors indoors. It is an apartment 
that has a roof garden patio to provide 
additional space for entertaining, serv- 
ing beverages and dancing, with the 
waves of the ocean a source of back- 
ground rhythm. 

A mother-of-pearl table from Cairo 
is a magnificent item that never fails to 
bring compliments to its owner, as is a 
massive hand-carved, all-one-piece chair 
from Spain. Icons from Moscow are con- 
versation pieces at any gathering of per- 
sons in the apartment, as are antique 
guns from Afghanistan, some 200 years 
old. Elephant tusks weighing 75 pounds 
each are trophies from Rhodesia that 
elicit amazement from each and every 
guest, and a collection of pipes—a Turk- 
ish meerschaum, pipes of the Sherlock 
Holmes variety, water pipes from Cairo 
and a Japanese opium pipe—provide 
conversation material. 

If one doesn’t watch his step he is 
likely to trip over a zebra from Africa— 
especially if he’s listening to the hunts-

It was “Erin Go Bragh” at the White 
House when Prime Minister of Ireland 
and Mrs. Sean LeMass arrived on the 
invitation of President Kennedy extend- 
ed during his June visit to Erin. There 
was the pomp and circumstance wel- 
come on the White House Lawn, a par- 
ade through flag-draped streets and gay 
and gala White House dinner. 

Toasts were punctuated with Irish wit 
and included an invitation to the Presi- 
dent from the Prime Minister to ‘““Come 
back to Erin.” 

Something new in White House din- 
ner entertainment was introduced. The 
U. S. Air Force Bagpipers, regaled in 
authentic toast-brown Irish kilts and 
tam o’ shanters, played special tunes 
as they marched among the 102 guests 
seated at small tables in the State Din- 
ing Room. Highlight was a_ special 
march written for the occasion by Staff 
Set.

MucH-TITLED Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie I of Ethiopia, Elect of God, King of 


Kings, King of Zion, Conquering Lion 
of Judah, paid a state visit to Washing- 
ton. The slight-figured, esthetic-faced 
monarch who is a direct descendant of 
the Queen of Sheba and King Solomon, 
arrived by special train from Philadel- 
phia and was welcomed in official, red- 


carpet ceremonies at Union Station. 
Headed by President and Mrs. Ken- 
nedy, who was making an exception to 
her absence from White House duties 
during her recuperation, high diplomatic 
and government officials met the royal 
party. At the Emperor and his grand- 
daughter, Princess Ruth Desta, alighted 
from the train, accompanied by Proto- 
col Chief and Mrs. Duke, Mrs. Kennedy 
presented the Princess a bouquet of red 
roses. The party moved down a long 
red carpet past the receiving line, head- 
ed by Secretary of State and Mrs. Rusk 
and the Diplomatic Dean and Senora de 
Sevilla-Sacasa, to a flag-draped dais. 
There President Kennedy extended wel- 
come and the party set out on a parade 
through crowd-banked streets to the 
President’s guest house where Chairman 
of D. C. Commissioners Walter Tobriner 


presented His Imperial Majesty a scroll 
of welcome. 

That night there was an elaborate 
state dinner at the White House where 
Mrs. Joseph E. Kennedy, gowned ele- 
gantly in Balmain’s beaded blue satin, 
served as her son’s hostess. Heading the 
guests were Vice President and Mrs. 
Johnson, Chief Justice and Mrs. War- 
ren and UN Ambassador Adlai Steven- 
son. Two original ballets were performed 
for the Emperor in the East Room fol- 
lowing dinner. Presented by the Robert 
Joffrey Ballet of New York, one was a 
modern: version of classical ballet, the 
other reminiscent of the “Roaring 
Twenties.” 

The Emperor entertained the Presi- 
dent at a large, festive luncheon at the 
Woodmont Country Club. Guests in- 
cluded the President’s mother, Mrs. 
Kennedy, the Vice President and Diplo- 
matic Dean and their wives. 

Secretary of State and Mrs. Rusk en- 
tertained the Emperor at a large lunch- 
eon in the Diplomatic Suite of the State 
Department with such well-known guests 
as Under Secretary of State and Mrs. 
Averell Harriman, Senator and Mrs. 
Leverett Saltonstall, Senator and Mrs. 
Frank Church, CIA Director and Mrs. 
McCone, Presidential Assistant and Mrs. 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr., Assistant Secre- 
tary of State and Mrs. Mennen Williams 
and Etheiopian Ambassador Berhanou 
Dinke. 

Ambassador Dinke masterminded a 
spectacular reception for his sovereign 
in the Shoreham Hotel’s plush Paladian 
Room where The King of Kings received 
the Diplomatic Corps and large numbers 
of other prominent guests. All eyes were 
on the elaborate buffet table in shape 
of a cross and bearing symbolically a 
huge, gilded carved lion mounted on a 
gilded pedestal and surrounded by 
carved ices and a globe circled by UN 
flags.

The Nation- 
al Sypmhony Ball under the patronage 
of Mrs. Kennedy had as its theme “A 
Visit to Scandinavia” with the Norwe- 
gian, Swedish and Danish Ambassadors 
the top sponsors. Glittering lights, waft- 
ing balloons, the whirl of a ferris wheel, 
even uniformed Scandinavian Royal 
Guards flown in by SAS, created a fan- 
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tasia of Copenhagen’s famous Tivoli

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he Bestigui Ball in Venice, Septem- 

ber 1951, was probably the most 

extravagant party given in Europe 
since World War II. The Bal Masque 
given by the Marquis de Cuevas in Bar- 
ritz, August 1953, the most colorful in 
years. However, the five-day birthday 
celebration of Temple Fielding in Copen- 
hagen, October 1963, was the most 
original party given in Europe since the 
turn of the century. 

Former news correspondent Temple 
Fielding, best known in recent years for 
his annual Travel Guide to Europe, and 
his wife Nancy invited two hundred 
friends from eighteen nations, to cele- 
brate Temp’s 50th birthday. According 
to Nordic tradition, the fiftieth mile- 
stone in a man’s life is cause for an 
iraportant celebration. 

“Skol” is the word everyone uses con- 
stantly in Denmark and usually with a 
glass of aquavit in one hand and a glass 
of beer, for a chaser, in the other. The 
food of Denmark is renowned but for 
the Fielding Party it reached Escoffier 
peaks. It had to, for some of the food 


ee 
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experts of the world were guests at the 
party. Among them were: Claude Ter- 
rail of La Tour d’Argent in Paris; Tony 
Prantera of Hostaria del Orso in Rome; 
Otto Horcher of the famed Horcher’s 
restaurant in Madrid; and Bob Kriend- 
ler of New York’s “21”. 

The Fieldings chartered their own 
S.A.S. plane to bring some of their Amer- 
ican friends to Copenhagen. Because I 
was already in Europe, I missed the 
hilarious party aboard the plane which 
took off from Idlewild with gay passen- 
gers like Millie Considine, Jerome Zerbe, 
Rosemary and Earl Wilson, Melaine 
and Ben Grauer, Addison and Inez 
Robb, and _ seventy-five other guests. 
They played “pig” (which Rosemary 
Wilson won) and landed in Copenhagen 
to find a real Viking reception. 

I flew up from Paris with my good 
friend Edmond Bory who is the head of 
the famed French food firm, Fauchon. 
His wife, Margot, one of the most beau- 
tiful women in Paris, could not accom- 
pany us at the last moment, but Claude 
Terrail was on the same plane. We were

1 cup diced, mixed candied fruits 

% cup butter 

1 cup milk 

1 12-ounce jar orange marmalade 
Candied cherries, almond halves

and almond halves in bottom. Place rack 
in large kettle. Add water to just reach 
rack. Cover and heat to boiling. Sift 
together flour, salt, baking soda and 
spices.

a hearty holiday dinner. 


STRAWBERRIES MOSCOW 


4 teaspoon salt 

4 eggs 

11% cups milk 

1 tablespoon grated orange rind 

1% teaspoon vanilla flavoring 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 

2 pounds strawberries, cleaned and 
hulled 

OR 2 one-pound packages frozen 

whole strawberries, thawed slightly 


Mix together salt, eggs and milk in 
saucepan. Cook over low heat, stirring 
constantly until custard is thickened. 
Remove from heat; strain. Stir in orange 
rind and vanilla flavoring. Chill. Fold 
whipped cream into custard and serve 
with strawberries in crystal compotes, 
with one whole berry on top. Makes 6 
servings. 


The elaborate molded French dessert 
called creme a l’anglaise collee is made 
with a gelatin-base custard added to 
whipped cream, fruit, ladyfingers, maca- 
roon crumbs or other ingredients. These 
are added after gelatin has started to 
thicken the custard, but before it really 
begins to set. 

By watching carefully as it cools and 
folding in ingredients at the right time, 
a perfect mold is achieved. If the mixture 
becomes too firm, the bowl may be set 
in a pan of warm water and the mixture 
stirred until it softens. 

Gelatin desserts should be unmolded 
just before serving time. If they must

EGGNOG WALNUT BAVARIAN 


1 cup walnut meats 

3 tablespoons plain gelatin 

% cup milk 

1 quart dairy eggnog 

lg teaspoon salt 

2% teaspoons brandy flavoring 
OR 1/3 cup brandy 

2 stiffly beaten egg whites 

34 cup heavy cream, whipped 
Caramel sauce 


Drop walnuts in boiling water; boil 
3 minutes and drain. Toast walnuts in 
350-degree oven in shallow pan _ until 
crisp, about 20 minutes. Grind or chop 
fine 34 cup walnuts; set aside. Soak 
gelatin in milk; stir in 1 cup eggnog. 
heat but do not boil, stirring till gelatin 
is dissolved. Stir in remaining eggnog, 
salt and flavoring. Cool till mixture be- 
gins to thicken. Fold in egg whites, 
whipped cream and ground walnuts. 
Rinse mold in cold water and have well- 
chilled . Chill several hours. Unmold, 
drizzle caramel sauce over top and 
sprinkle or decorate with remaining 
walnuts. Makes 8 to 10 servings. 


Festive foods and time honored tradi- 
tions combine to make Christmas merry 
in European countries. Christmas Nut 
Tarts are a favorite German sweetmeat 
that the children adore. 

Also of German origin is the Advent 
Wreath ceremony, said to be taken from 
the pagan firewheel representing the 
cycle of thousands of years from Adam 
to Christ. 

A wreath is made of evergreen, tied 
with four purple ribbon bows. Within 
the wreath are placed three purple 
candles for the penetential Sundays and 
a pink one for Gaudete Sunday, the joy- 
ous Sunday in Advent. On Christmas 
Eve or Christmas morning, the candles 
and bows are changed to white. 

During the first week of Advent, one 
candle is lighted by the youngest child 
and left burning during the evening meal. 
The oldest child lights two candles the 
second week; the mother lights three

candles during the third week; and the 
father, all four candles the last week. 

For the Christmas Nut Tarts, the Ger- 
mans use a sweet pastry called Murbe- 
teig, a mixture of flour, salt, sugar, but- 
ter, egg, cold water, heavy cream and 
chopped almonds. Of course, the pastry 
is well chilled (overnight, usually) before 
being rolled. 

These rich, chewy tarts, topped with 
whipped cream, make a fine dessert, 
served with steaming, fragrant black 
coffee. 


CHRISTMAS NUT TARTS 


Pastry (using 1% cups flour) 

1 cup golden raisins 

1 cup broken pecans 

2/3 cup brown sugar, firmly packed 
1 tablespoon flour 

3 eggs, beaten 

1 cup dark corn syrup 

1 teaspoon vanilla flavoring 

Y, teaspoon salt 


Roll pastry thin and shape into 10 
24-inch baking molds. Combine all re- 
maining ingredients; fill pastry-lined 
molds. Bake in 375-degree oven about 30 
minutes. Cool; remove from molds. Gar- 
nish with whipped cream at serving time. 
Makes 10 tarts. 


Cool, refreshing sherbet is a Florida 
favorite, served immediately after the 
meat course, or as a dessert. 

Most elegant of all is Champagne 
Sherbet, which must be made in a hand 
freezer and may be tinted any pretty 
pastel for added eye-appeal. 


CHAMPAGE SHERBET 


% cup granulated sugar 

1 cup water 

Grated rind of 4% lemon 
Grated rind of 1 orange 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 pint chilled dry champagne 
Juice of 1 lemon 

Juice of 4 oranges 

1 pint chilled dry champagne 


Make a sugar syrup with sugar and 
water, boiling until syrup spins a thin 
thread, dropped from the tip of a spoon. 
Stir in lemon and orange rinds and salt. 
Let stand 15 minutes. Then stir in chilled 
champagne (1 pint), lemon and orange 
juice. Chill; freeze in hand freezer until 
mushy, using 5 parts ice to 1 part salt. 
Stir and add second pint of champagne, 
stirring constantly. Using 6 parts ice to 
1 part rock salt, pack and let stand at 
least one hour. Serve in chilled sherbet 
glasses. Makes 6 servings.
